— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of thc Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re- 
cruitment to the post of Computer in the National Atlas 
Organisation under the Department of Science and Techno-

1. Short title and commencement, — (i) These rules may 
be called the National Atlas Organisation, Computer Re- 
cruitment Rules, 1978. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters. — The method of recruitment, age limit, quali- 
fications and other matters relating to thc said post shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4 Disqualifications. — No person — 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person haring a spouse living, or 

lb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that thc Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders- issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 742. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 18 of the Pharmacy Act, 1948 (8 of 1948), the 
Pharmacy Council of India, with the approval of the 
Central Government, hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Pharmacy Council of India 
Regulations, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (i) These Regulations 
may be called the Pharmacy Council of India (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1978. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Pharmacy Council of India Regulations (herein- 
after referred to as the said regulations), in regulation 2, — 

(a) after clause (5), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

“(5A) — "Registrar” means the Registrar appointed 
under clause (a) of section 8 of the Act;” 

(b) in clauses (6) and (7), for the words, brackets and 
figures, “under sub-section (1) of section 7 of the 
Act”, the words, brackets, letter and figure, “under 
clause (a) of section 8 of the Act”, shall be sub- 
stituted; 

(c) in clause 8, for the words, figures and brackets "under 
section 8(2) of the Act”, the words, brackets, letter 
and figure “clause (b) of section 8 of the Act,” 
shall be substituted; 

(d) after clause 9, the following clauses shall be in- 
serted, namely : — 

(10) ‘Central Register’ means the register of phar- 
macists maintained by the Central Council under 
section 15A; 

(11) ‘register’ means the register of pharmnsists for 
the State prepared and maintained under chapter 
IV of the Act; 

(12) ‘registered pharmacist' means a person whose name 
is for the time being entered in the register of 
the State in which he is for the time being re- 
siding or carrying on his profession or business 
of pharmacy; 


3. For regulation 47 of the said regulations, the follow- 
ing shall be substituted, namely: — 

“47. (1) The Council may, at any time, on the adoption 
of a motion to this effect appoint a committee con- 
sisting of any number of its members, and may co- 
opt persons who are not members of the Council; 
or resolved itself into a committee and may co-opt 
persons who are not members of the Council as 
members of such committees for consideration of 
any business, and for such periods not exceeding five 
years as it may specify. 

(2) The Executive Committee may, at any time, appoint 
a committee or an ad-hoc committee consisting of 
any number of its members or members of the 
Council to go into any particular matter and may 
also co-opt persons who are not members of the 
Council or the Executive Committee as members of 
such committee.” 

4. In the heading of Part VIII of the said regulations, for 
the word “Sccietaiy”, the words, “Registrar Secretary" shall 
be substituted. 

5. In said regulations, regulation 52 shall be renumbered 
as regulation 52A, and before the regulation 52, as to re- 
numbered, the following regulation shall be inserted, 
namely 

“52. Tho Registrar, Secretary shall be the executive officer 
of the Council.” 

6. In clauses (a), (b), (c) and (d> of regulation 52 of 
the said regulations, for the word, “Secretary”, the words 
‘Registrar, Secretary, Treasurer’, shall be substituted. 

7. After regulation 52A of the said regulations as re- 
numbered by regulation 5 of these regulations, the following 
regulation shall be inserted, namely : — 

“52B — The Registrar shall be responsible for the pre- 
paration, maintenance, revision and publication of 
the Central Register in accordance with the provi- 
sions of tho Act and in accordance with the orders 
of the Council from time to time.” 

8. In regulation 53 of the said regulation, sub-regulation 
(3), shall be omitted. 

9. After regulation 58 of the said regulations, the follow- 
ing shall be inserted ; namely : — 


PART 1XA 
The Central Register 

Maintenance and publication of the Central Register 

58A. (1) The Registrar shall maintain the Central Re- 
gister in an alphabetical order and it shall bear the seal of 
the Council. 

(2) Supplements and revision of the Central Register. 

(a) After publication of the first Central Register, the 
supplements to the Central Register shall be publi- 
shed every year containing all additions to and 
other amendments in the registers of the various 
States made before the 1st day of April of the year 
to which it relates. 

(b) The Central Register will be revised and published 
after every five years unless otherwise decided by 

the Council. 

10. In regulations 67 and 68 of the said regulations, for the 
abbreviation and figures ‘‘Rs. 200”, the words “rupees five 
hundred” shall be substituted. 

11. Regulation 72 of the said regulations shall be omitted. 
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12. In regulation 73 of Lhe said regulations — 

(a) in sub-regulation (1), — 

(i) for the words. ‘Inter University Board', wherever 
they occur, the words, ‘University Grants Com- 
mission’, shall be substituted; 

(ii) after lhe words “in para-graph (1) of Appendix A 
of the Regulation , the following words shall 
be inserted, namely ; — 

“The President of the Council w-ould forward a 
list of eligible teachers to the University Grants 
Commission for consideration and arranging 
eleclion.” 

(b) in sub-regulation (3),— 

(i) the words, ‘Part A’, shall be omitted; 

(ii) for the words “elected by the members”, the words 
“elected from amongst themselves by the mem- 
bers” shall be substituted. 

13. In ‘Appendix A’ of the said regulations for the words 
“Inter University Board" and “Board” wherever they occur, 
the words “University Grants Commission" and “Commis- 
sion” shall respectively be substituted.

1978. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto, shall he as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method ot lecruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions.— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit.

4. Disqualification.— No person, — 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied thaL 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are olher grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax , — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving,— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation regarding age limit and other concessions required 
lo he provided for llie Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tiiheti 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.
